SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Pirate’s Prize/Roped and Delivered is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording tends to support the use of coercion to compel persons to submit 
to sexual conduct by containing two features which present men being held captive 
and being forced to engage in sexual activity. In the first feature a male is found by 
another male, stumbling through the woods, already handcuffed. He is an escaped 
convict and he is made into a sex slave. In the second feature a bound male is pulled 
from the back of a van, suggesting he has been abducted, before being engaged in 
bondage activity. 

The bondage activity includes a dominant male binding a submissive male in a variety 
of positions. The submissive male is physically and sexually manipulated. Other 
sexual activity includes fellatio and anal intercourse, however this appears to be 
simulated. In both features the submissive male is bound and left in a small cell. No 
clear context is given to suggest that the submissive men participate in the activity of 
their own will. The scenarios involve coercion in that the men are forced into sexual 
conduct by being restrained by ropes and by being held captive in cells. The restraint 
of men in this way dominates the video recording and is clearly presented for the 
titillation of the viewer by the focus given to the naked bodies of the men while bound 
in ropes and imprisoned in cells. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) as they affect this publication. Because the video 
recording tends to support the use of coercion to compel persons to submit to sexual 
conduct, s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the 
FVPC Act) applies to this publication. Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming 
provision which overrides si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
